Of President FOR RESERVATION 


It Was Thrombosis, Says 
Dr. Young, But Did Not 
Affect Mind— Recovery 
Now Almost Complete. 


Baltimore, February 10.—The Bal- 
timore Sun today published a copy- 
righted dispatch from Washington, 
in which was given an interview 
with Dr. Hugh H. Young, of Johns 
Hopkins hospital at Baltimore, on 
the condition of President Wilson, 
Dr. Young has been one of the phy- 
sicilans in attendance upon the pres- 
ident. Dr. Young, in part, said: 

“From the very beginning the 
medical men associated with the 
case have never had anything to 
conceal. When I first saw the pres- 
ident in October, a crisis had arisen 
of such gravity, owing to the devel- 
opment of prostatie obstruction, that 
an emergency operation to relieve 


this situation was contemplated, but | 


by a fortuitous and wholly unex- 
pected change ithe president’s con- 
dition, the obstruction began to dis- 
appear. 

“The improvement in this respect, 
which has been steady, is now com- 
plete. The president was organical- 
ly sound when I saw-him first, and 
lL found him not only Organically 
sound when I visited him last week, 
but further, all the organs were 
functioning in a perfectly normal. 
healthy manner, 

“The prisedent’s general con- 
dition and specifically the slight 
impairment of his left arm and leg 
have improved more slowly, it is 
true, but’ surely, st®adily. There 
have been no setbacks, no back- 
ward steps, and rumors to this ef- 
fect are rubbish. 

“As you know, in October last, 
we diagnosed the president's illness 
as cerebral thrombosis, which af- | 
fected his left arm and leg, 
no time was his- brain power 
extreme vigor and lucidity of his 
mental processes in the cligttest 
dere@ abated. This condition has 
from the very first show steady, 
unwavering tendency owaréd resolu- 
tion and complete absorption. The 
increasing utility of the left arm 
and leg, greatly impaired at first, 
have closely followed on this im- 
provement. The president walks 
sturdily now, without assistance, 
and without fatigue. And he uses 
the still slightly impaired arm more 
every day 

“As to his mental vigor, it 1s 
simply prodogious, indeed, I think 
in Many ways the president is in 
better shape than before the ill- 
ness came. 

“You can say that the president 
is able-minded and able-bodied, and 
that he is giving splendid attention 
to affairs of state, and that we 
have every assurance that he will 
become progressively more active in 
these matters with the advent of 
spring and sunshine, which can- 
not now be long delayed.”

In Fact, It Is Claimed

Washington, February 10.—Presi- 
dent Wilson will accept a reserva- 
tion on Article X. of the peace 
treaty. Indeed, he will approve any 
ratifying resolution that does not 
change the text of the pact that the 


“enate by a two-thirds vote may 


pass. The president, has not made 
that announcement officially. He 
expects the various groups in the 
senate, exclusive of the irreconcile- 
bles, to strike the best agreement 
they can. When that agreement has 
been reached, he will.put the final, 
O. K. to-it, and send it over the seas. 

‘I have steadfastly and consistént- 
ly maintained that the treaty would 
be ratified with a schedule of com- 
promise reservations, afd that the 
resident, instead of being irrecon- 
cilable to reserVations, made an wii 
mistakable invitation in his Jackson 
day letter to Chairman Cummings, 
which, indeed, was accentuated by 
his later letter to Senator Hitch- 
cock. 

Wilson Is Disturbed. 

That the executive is disturbed, 
if not in reality displeased, at the 
delay of the Nebraska senator in 
making his views public at the mo- 
ment written, is an open secret. 
Why the letter should have been 
held from the 28th of January until 
the 6th of February. during which 
interim Lord Grey’s letter had put a 
different bearing on the interna- 
tional situation, is not clear to the 
president. Certainl? it is not clear 
to him why he was not given op- 
portunity to revise, or withdraw, or 
submit a new pronunciamento on 
the eve of the caucus of democratic 
senators on Friday last. 

The whole trouble is there are in- 
dividuals in the democratic ranks 
in the senate that are ostensibly 
friendly to the administration, but 
working at such cross-angles in 
that it is apparent to 
any keen political observer that 
personal politics is a more potent 
factor with them at the moment 
than party allegiance or party ex- 
pediency. 

The white house makes no denial 
that the president is friendly to the 
Article 10 
and: by the same token 
it may be said that the Hitchcock 
| reservation is not fusdamentally 
different from the Lodge reserva- 
the same article. - It is 
in different language. 
its analytical equation is practi- 
cally the same. That much set- 
tled, therefore, it {fs evident that 
the January 28 letter has been mis- 
interpreted by the public, and not 
the least so by senators of his own 
party.

KNOX AND BORAH 
DENOUNCE TERMS 
OF PEACE TREATY 


Washington, February 10.—(By 
The Associated Press.)—Debate on 
the peace treaty was revived to- 
day in the senate although leaders 
technically had laid the pact aside 
for another week. 

Irreconcilable opponents of raici- 
fication, who yesterday voted against 
resuming consideration of the treaty, 
todav brought the subject to the 
senate floor. Senators Borah, of 
Idaho, and Knox, of Pennsylvania, 
both republicans, denounced the 
treaty’s economic clauses as “cruel” 
and “murderous” in its effect on the 
conquered peoples and in the less 
direct consequences on the rest of 
the world. 

Senator Borah also assailed Her- 
bert Hoover’s stand on the treaty 
and called on him to reply to the 
list of questions which have been 
put by the Idaho senator to several 
republicans and democratic candi- 
dates for the presidency. 

The debate was preceded by com- 
pletion of the parliamentary steps 
necessary t restore the treaty to a 
status making formal consideration 
possible, the foreign relations com- 
mittee reporting the pact back to 
the senate with the republican res- 
esvations framed at the last session 
of congress. The committee’s ac- 
tion, taken under instructions voted 
by the senate yesterday, was entire- 
Ww perfunctory and without discus- 
sion or a record vote.

I believe that every one of the 
great powers would have abandoned 
the greater part of its individual 
ambition if it could be persuaded 
that America would come in and 
bear her share of the burden as 
mandatory for the whole Turkish 
empire. 

“I won’t say a word in criticism, 
still less in derogation, of Amer- 
ica’s attitude. We may feel disap- 
pointed, but America has a tradi- 
tional policy whcih we ought to en- 
deavor to understand and respect. 
She desires to keep free from en- 
tanglements and she is the best 
judge of her own policy. But her 
refusal undoubtedly incré@ases the 
responsibilities of those left. 

“Tf a mandate is confided to Eng- 
land, I think it is too late to talk 
of limiting our activities in Meso- 
potamia to the Vilayet of Basra and 
bear no share in the future control 
of Bagdad.

Decisions Involving 
Rights of Fraternal 
Insurance Holders 


Two decisions of interest to hald- 
ers of fraternal insurance were yes- 
terday handed down by the supreme 
court and court of appeals. 

In the case of the Eminent House- 
hold of Columbian Woodmen vs. 
Eppes, appealed. from the municipal 
court of Atlanta, the review court 
holds that “a fraternal beneficial] 
order by adoption of amendments to 
its constitution or by-laws cannot 
defeat or abridge essential or sub- 
Stantial rights previously entered 
into in a certificate of insurance is- 
sued by it.” In this case it was 
claimed that a large increase in the 
rate of premium and crease in 
benefits was sought to be effected 
by a change in the by-laws of the 
organization.

FOR USE OF HIGHWAYS 


McLendon Takes Issue With 
Ruling of Postoffice De- 
partment. 


Inc reply addressed to Postmast- 
er Bolling Jones, who had cited a 
ruling of the postoffice department 
to show that agencies of the feder- 
al government were not liable to li- 
cemses charged by the state on auto- 
mobiles, Secretary of State 3. G, Mc- 


“Lendon holds that these fees are not 


in the nature of a tax, but are tolls. 
which the state levies on automobile 
owners for the use of its highways. 


Mr. McLendon quotes a decision of 
the supreme court of the United 
States in the case of Seawrighy Vs. 
Stukegs to sustain his positiun ana 
calis on the pustoffice department to 
show the statute or decision upon 
which its ruiing is based. His iel- 
ter tollows in part: 

“l have your ietter of February 6, 
in which you quote a representative 
of the pvustouftice department at 
Washington as Saying: 

“‘l] have to inform you that a 
state cannot require an emplyyee of 
the postal service assigned to drive 
a motor truck engaged in maii 
transportation to procure an oper- 
ator’s license, tor the reason that 
the transpurtation of mail is a 
function of the postal service, and a 
State has not the right to place a 
tax, either direct or indirect, on any 
facility employed by the department 
in the performance of the duties aa- 
signed to it by the constitution.’ 

“]l understand from this that the 
department holds that the Georgia 
law requiring all chauffeurs operat- 
me motor vehicles for hire, to pro- 
cure a chauffeur’s license, is void if 
the operator of the vehicle happens 
to be an employes of the postoffice 
department. 

“The payment of the chauffeur’s 
fee is a charge made on the chauf- 
feur’s occupation. As this involves 
a minor matter of revenue. let me 
suggest that the real question is 
whether or not the United States 
should pay the commuted tolls 
charged by the state of Georgia for 
the use of its highways by owners 
of motor vehicles.

Beclin, February 7.—Nicholas Le- 
nine is a man-hater, a woman-hater, 
an everything hater. That is the 
basis of his autocracy, and now his 
autocracy is to be increased. He 
has drawn up a bill whereby all the 
enormous powers hitherto given— 
on paper-+to the bolshevik parlia- 
ment shall be concentrated in his 
hands alone. 

The soviet cabinet council—which 
is Lenine—will henceforth dominate 
soviet Russia. Lenine will achieve 
his aim of proving—as Commissary 
Zinovief! says—that “ninety-nine 
Russians out of a hundred are fools 
and the hundredth is a rogue.” 

Lenine’s notions of the art of gov- 
ernment are based on misanthropy, 
distrust of everyone and sardonic 
contempt. For over a year he has 
been opposing the pseudo-democratic 
notion that incompetent proletarians 
should get their way. This notion, 
which is really an expression of re- 
spect for and confidence in humanity 
is embodied in the admirable—(on 
paper)—Russian soviet constitution, 
which contains the greatest—(pa- 
. per)—recognition of democracy ever 
It provides that the peo- | 
‘ ple’s representatives shall not only 
legislate but directly rule. ‘*The 
“council of commissaries,”’ 
i which is the cabinet, is supposed to 
be a conference of mere .senior 
who take orders from the 
> parliament: and, to show that this is 


so, the parliament bears 
“executive council.” 
Moves Toward Antocracy. . 

Therefore (on paper)—Lenine is a 
poor, abject old gentleman who does 
what he is told by fiery, illiterate 
soldiers and incendiary workmen in 
the executive council. There was 
never a minister who had so little 
power as he (that is, on paper.) 

In framing this quaint constitu- 
tion bolshevism had an object. “De- 
mocracy should distrust its leaders,” 
said August Bebel in 1910. By let- 
ting parliament rule as well as leg- 
islate, the bolshevik constitution- 
mongers imagined that they would 
avoid “the abuses of Eurdpean par- 
liamentarism,” chief of which was 
that Europe's wicked ministers boss 
parliaments and pull them by the 
nose. Projetarian Russia was deter- 
mined not to tolerate that. So Le- 
nine created his “executive council,” 
and vowed that he was its obedient 
servant and miserable slave. 

But, from the first, Lenine despis- 
ed his executive council. Not a sin- 
gle law has been passed by the sup- 
posedly all-gowerful executive coun- 
cil against the supposedly impotent 
council of commissaries. Soviet Rus- 
sia has moved toward autocracy. 
First, the council of commissaries 
unlawfully bossed the executive 
council; and now Lenine bosses the 
council of commissaries. 

Lenine is ‘always in a minority in 
the commissaries council. But he 
always wins. In July, against all 
six commissaries, he pushed through 
his bill authorizing the commissary 
of the interior to expell from office 
all undesirable local bureaucrats. 
This was a move toward autocracy. 
In August he overrode a majority in 
the council on the question of en- 
trusting the nationalized iron and 
steel industry to private hands. A 
week later he overruled Trotzky’s 
great plan to invade Poland, and so 
get in the rear of the Ests, Letts 
and bolshevisms other enemies in 
the Baltic provinces. He took pleas- 
ure not only in being against Russia 
as a whole, but against his own 
comrades, the commissaries. And he 
won! 

Despises Fellowmen. 

All this vast power has fallen into 
his hands merely because he openly 
hates and despises his fellow-crea- 
tures; because he believes that not 
fifty citizens on the face of the earth 
are fit to rule themselves. This no- 
tion appears increasingly in Lenine’s 
articles, pamphlets and oral utter- 
ances. In The Pravda he lately pub-

London, February —There are 
several new plays in wondon this 
week, but one stands out from all 
the rest of the holiday harlequinade. 
People crowd to it every night in-

George Cohan’s Daughtr.e 


The name of the youth is Georgette 
Cohan, the daughter of George Co- 
han, who slipped quietly over to 
London to take the part of Peter 
Pan in London’s favorite holiday 
children’s play and then a few 
nights later to everyone's astonish- 
ment was billed in this new piece. 
So Miss Geoorgette begins at 2 
o'clock every day except Sunday, 
works as only Peter Pan can work 
for three solid hours, and by 8:15 
is ready to bound down the steps 
into the morning room of her uncle 
and guardian’s beautiful house in 
Buckinghamshire. , 

From the minute she comes on in 
a curious sort of American dress of 
bright green barred off with white 
like a checkerboard and:cut all in 
one piece without an apology for 
line or shape. Georgette Cohan cap- 
tivates everybody. She rushes to 
the piano, bangs out a bar.or t 
of ragtime, seizes Mr. Pim, who was 
merely passing by and thought he'd 
step in and introduce himseif to 
uncle-guardian because they had 
common scientific interests; confides 
to him that she’s just got engaged 
to Brian, a young artist stopping in 
the house becauSe it’s a dead secret 
and nobody must know, but. he 
doesn’t count because -he’s merely 
passing by. 

It turns out that it does matter, 
and when uncle-guardian’s beautiful 
young wife. whose first husband 
carelessly signed other people's 
names to checks and was known by 
a number in Australia, comes fn she 
finds thatea man Mr. Pim met during 
his research in Australia was the 
husband she thought dead; in fact. 
Mr. Pim tells how the rogue was 
the very first person he ran against 
on the homebound steamer, and fs 
just about to describe a_circum- 
stance of their arrival in Marseilles 
when uncle-guardian comes in and 
he is hushed up. * 

Makes Part Lively. 

The part of Dinah, the niece 
(Georgette Cohan), is prettily woven 
mto the rest of the play. and maybe 
the author never intended it to set 
the whole thing blazing as it does 
with light and color. But Geor- 
gette has bright gold hair for one 
thing. and for another she isn’t a 
bit like *the aceepted “young thing 
on the stage here in England. She 
is: simply what we in America haves 
in most of our houses. She does half 
her lines with her back to the audi- 
ence: but it doesn’t make any dif- 
ference everybody hears every word 
she says, she snatches up her ukelele 
and thrums a love bit from a mu- 
sical comedy while Aunt Julia  !s 
preaching and yet it isn’t impudent 
because she acts like a frisky 
cherub. 

All the other actors in the piece 
are just crazy over this new sort of 
niavine. thev can hardly remember 
their lines and every now and then 
burst into infectious laughter with 
the girl who is really just living her 
own happy careless life there on 
the stage. as confident of every- 
hodv’s admiration as a puppy in its 
tricks. 

Miss Irene Vanbrugh. one of Eneg- 
land’s most famous actresses. takes 
the leading part. but she gladly wel- 
eomes this bit of pure nunetudied art.

AUSE 
UPHELD BY PROUTY 


I. C. C. Director of Valua- 
tion Says It Must Stay 
in Railway Bill If “We 
Are to Have Law In- 
stead of Force. 


Boston February 10.—The princi- 
Ple that railroads must be allowed 
a fair return upon their valuation, 
and that rates should be stabilized, 
in order that railroad credit may 
be restored and justice be assured 
both to the commen carriers and 
to the public, was maintained by 
Charles A, Prouty, director of val- 
uationof the interstate commerce 
commission, in an address before 
the Associated Industries of Massa- 
chusets here. Some increases in 
rates, he said, must be made. Mr. 
Prouty strongly commended the 
anti-strike provision of the  Cum- 
mins railroad bill. 
Unertainty Demoralizing. 

Mr. Prouty said that uncertainty 
as to the policy of the government 
in its treatment of the _ carriers, 
“more than anything else,” had 
demoralized railroad credit. He re- 
fered to the valuation of the rail- 
roads begun under: his charge six 
years ago, which he said 
would enable the interstate 
commerce commission, within. two 
years,-to state the value of most of 
the railroads. He asserted. that 
determination of the rate of return 
“must properly come from the law- 
making body itself,” and that the 
Cummins: bill, with its provis?on of 
a return of 5% per cent aimed to 
accomplish this. 

The interstate commerce commis- 
sion, Mr. Prouty said, must be given 
the necessary authority to estab- 
lish proper rates. — ' 

“If rates are to be unlform an 
stable, as they should be,” hexsaid, 
“it necessarily follows that net 
earnings will vary materially from 
time to time. It has always seemed 
to me that if in any year the earn- 
ings of a particular oarrier exceed- 
ed the. amount to which it was en- 
titled under the declaration of con- 
gress, then the surplus should be 
put into a fund to be held for the 
payment of future interest and di- 
vidends in those years when its 
earnings did not equal the amount 
prescribed.” 

If there were still a strplus after 
this dividend fund “had been made 
up to a reasonable amount,” he be- 
lieved it should be divided between 
the government and the carrier, 

Railway Labor Problem. 

Referring to the railroad labor 
problem, Mr. Prouty said he “im- 
plicitly believed” in the right of la- 
bor to organize and to strike. 

“While, however,” he said, “this 
should be the general rule, there are 
certain exceptions to that rule. The 
railroad is the most conspicuous in- 
|stance. . The railroad labor of this 
country is so organized that it can 
at any given moment stop operations 
by rail in any section of this land 
gor throughout the country as a 
whole. And what does a strike of 
that character mean? It would mean 
death from cold and starvation. It 
would mean riot and bloodshed and 
whatever else goes with the letting 
loose of famished humanity. 

“So long as that is possible, and so 
long as the government has no pow- 
er to protect itself against that pos- 
sibility, there is not government. If 
one class in this community can say 
to every Other class, ‘pay us so mucn 
more for our services or you shall 
starve,’ there is no longer a demo- 
cratic form of government. 

“The Cummins bill deals with this 
situation by prohibiting strikes upon 
the part of -the men and lockouts 
upon the part of the employer. The 
provision is right. That or its equiy- 
alent must be enacted if we are to 
live under a government by law and 
not by force. If the enactment of 
this legislation means a railroad 
strike with or without sympathetic 
strikes, let it comes. If seeiety can- 
not survive tHat contest, it is not 
worth preserving.”

London, Februam 7.—England is 
apprehensive lest the vocabularies 
of her youth become corrupted 
th ugh incursions of American 
slang. 

Trans-Atlantic tourists in Eng- 
land note with interest that fre- 
quency with which resort is made to. 
“yankee talk” by British song and 
playwriters secking to enliven their 
productions.

What action the president might 
take on the miessage, which pre- 
Sumably was identical with that 
reported in Amsterdam dispatches 
as Bent to the rulers and presidents 
of other powers opposed to Ger- 
many in the war, was not dis- 
closed. There was a suggestion at 
the white house that he might reply, 
making his message the vehicle for 
a re-expression af the opposition 
to trial of the former German em- 
peror or other enemy officials ex- 
pressed by American delegates at 
Paris. In some quarters, however, 
the opinion prevailed that he would 


demand for allies for extradition 
of Germans who are alleged to be 
war vriminals. , 

It is expected it will be ready 
for publication and delivety short- 
ly.

“If you believed the things you 
say I told you,” he said, turning to 
Representative Byrnes and Sena- 
tor Glass, “all of you neglected your 
duty in not putting up a howl to 
get me out of there. You oughtn't 
to have rested until you got me out 
of there.” 

“You have no quarrel with me,”. 
said Representative Byrnes, with 
some show of feeling. “I reported 
to President Wilson personally and 
it was his quarrel, not mine.” 

Mr.+«Glass explained that he was 
not excited over the statement. 

Admiral Sims explained his state- 
ment that he was certain he never 
had met the congressmen in Paris, 
but may have met them in London 
without recalling the meeting, by 
saying that “batches of congressmen 
and American newspapermen” went 
to London in a steady stream. After 
the three witnesses had stated un- 
qualifiedly they had met Admiral 
Sims at the hotel Gfillion in Paris 
on October 30 or 31, 1918, he said 
he had not believed he was in Paris 
that late in October. 

Admiral Sims denied having made 
the statement to the three congress- 
men that the United States should 
not undertake to have a great mer- 
chant marine and that Great Britain 
should be allowed to’ control the 
seas, American shippers using Brit- 
ish bottoms. Mr. Glass and Mr.

“Gardening campaigns” should 
not be necessary anywhere, for the 
man who fell in love with his gar- 
den and gained health and money 
by ft can be multiplied by the thou- 
sand. But certainly every farm 
tenant fails to conserve his best 
interests when he neglects or 
doesn’t cultivate at all, a garden. 

For such neglect means that he

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New Balkan Grisis Has Arisen 
Worse Than That Which Caused War 


By Frank H. Simonds, 

The refusal of the Jugo-Slavs to 
accept what amounts to an ultimat- 
um served upon them by Britain and 
France in the matter of Fiume and 


the whole Adriatic dispute is a nat- 
ural and logical consequence of the 
course of President Wilson in deal- 
ing with this‘difficult problem in 
the Paris conference. It is one more 
example of the weakness of prin- 
ciples of abstract justice unaccom- 
panied by an effective force. 


President Wilson’s decision in the 
matter of Fiume was just, his con- 
clusion that the terms of the secret 


terms of the secret treaty of Lon- 
don made between the  Britisn, 
French and Russians on the one 
hand and idtaly om the other, made 
with the express purpose of enlist- 
ing Italy in the war, were inequita- 
ble, so far as they deprived Slavs 
of the right of self-determination 
and placed in Italian hands terri- 
tories which were clearly Croat and 
Serb, was inescapable. So also was 
his opposition to the inelusion of 
Ijume within the frontiers of Italy, 
which would put the Italians in pos- 
session of the single’ satisfactory 
sea gate for Jugo-Slav commerce. 

But it was one thing to decide on 
the merits of the dispute, it was 
another to undertake to fortify’ Slay 
determination by words alone. Once 
Mr. Wilson had declared against the 
Italian claims it was certain that 
this encouragement would lead the 
Slavs themselves to stand firm fv» 
their rights. President Wilson’s 
course was calculated to remove all 
readiness on the part of:-the Be}l- 
grade government to compromise. 
Indeed, any compromise would fat« 
ally weaken the Jugo-Slav unity, for 
the Slovenes and the Croats would 
hold such a surrender of their in- 
terests by the Belgrade government 
as a demonstration of the weakness 
of any union with the Serbs. 
UNITED STATES 
HAD REMEDY. 

Moreover, when Britain and 
France, honéstly anxious to aid the 
Jugo-Slavs, go far as was Possible, 
but bound to reckon with the Ital- 
ian case, both because of their sig- 
nature attached to the treaty of 
London and because of the general 
Huropean situation, undertook to 
find a basis for agreement, the 
course of the president in declining 
to be a party to any such arrange- 
ment, still further fortified the 
Slavs in their determination to 
maintain their rights. 


In this situation the United States 
had still a remedy. It could have 
declared that it would withdraw al} 


of its financial and other assistance, 
even break off commercial relations 
with Italy, if the Italian govern- 
ment persisted in a course which 
seemed to the president immoral. 
gut if the United States were not 
Willing to do this}; if President Wil- 
Son were unwilling to support his 
words by acts, then the actual situa. 
tion of the Slavs would be far worse 
than it had been at the moment he 
addressed his * public statement to 
the people of Italy over the heads 
of the Orlando ministry. It was 
worse because the Slavs were thus 
led to maintain claims which they 
could not establish themselves, they 
could not find any European sup- 
port for and yet were unable to 
abandon, because President Wilson’s 
championship had solidified national 
sentiment. 

A settlement of the Adriatic ques- 
tion would have been possible at 
Paris months ago, if the president 


had been willing to accept any com.- 
promise based upon the European 
facts or if he had been prepared to 
Support the Jugo-Slav claims, which 
he had recognized as just in his pub- 
lic utterance. But any compromise 
would have meant the invasion of 
the principles he had advocated, 
any employment of force, however 
removed from military or naval cir- 
cumstances, would have meant an 
internaitonal incident. 

President Wilson would do 


neither one thing nor the other. 


Having proclaimed a policy “which 


was just, having advocated princi- 
ples which were beyond debate, he 
relied “upon the principles to do the 
fighting and he declined both to 
give force to the‘principles and to 
permit any compromise’ which 
would eliminate the ugly interna- 
tional crisis at the expense of the 
principles. 


RESULT HAS BEEN 

YEAR OF CHAOS. 

‘ The resuit has been nearly a year 
of chaos. Even a compromise which 
left scar8 would not have provoked 
more animosity between the south- 


ern Slav and the Italian than this 
long and angry dispute, and any 
compromise now will necessarily 
leave a permanent bitterness, be- 
cause it will have to be achieved 
by the sacrifice of certain of the 
Slav rights and these rights have 
achieved a new power and sanctity 
for the Slavs by reason of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s course in champion- 
ing them. 


Meantime the dispute has not 
been restricted to Italy and the 
Jugo-Slavs; on the contrary, it was 
extended and become the cause of 


an almost upprecedented Italian 
resentment directed cheifly at the 
French, but also at the Americans 
and the British. France dnd Italy 
are today more unfriendly than 
they have been for forty’ years, 
chiefly because the Italians hold 
Clemenceau guilty of having sup- 
ported President Wilson in the 
Fiume episode. And this split ac- 
tually threatens to disrupt the al- 
liance,which fought and defeated 
Germany. 


®or does the incident end with 
France-Italian hostility. It has em- 


because the Rumanians have found 
Italian support for their claims to 
Pthe portion of the Banat award to 
Serbia at Paris. The possibility of 
a clash between the Slav and the 
Italian has encouraged the Ru. 
manians to hope for an opportu- 
nity to invade the western Banat. 
while Italy invades the Slovens and 
Croat country. Even the Bulgars 
See a chance to make a new bid 
for Macedonia by a fresh attack 
upon Serbia. ' 

As for the Italians, they are 
working steadily’ to foment jeal- 
ousy in Jugo-Slavia, to estrange the 
Croats from the Slovenes and from 
the Serbs, to encourage the Monte- 
negrins to seek separation from 
Serbia. The very unity of the king- 
dom of thé Serbs, the Croats and 
the Slovenes has been impaired. A 
new Balkan question has been crea- 
ted far more difficult than that 
which existed before the world war 


and actuaHy precipitated the colos- 
sal struggle. 


The blame must rest upon Ameri- 
can policy at Paris, upon the mis- 
taken reliahce upon abstract prin- 
ciples. President Wilson believes 
that the Italian people would rise 
against their government, if their 
sovernment insisted upon imperial- 
istic policies at the expense of jus- 
tice and American friendship. But 
the Italian people, by contrast, 
were and are prepared to upset any 
ministry which cemplies with the 
president’s ideas in the Adriatic. 


Some of the worst consequences 
of the Paris conference grow out 
of the championship of just solu- 


tions of disputed questions, unac- 
companied by any effective support 
of the principles. In international 
relations it is rarely possible to 
persuade any nation to resign 
claims which it believes_to be just 
solely by demonstrating to your own 
Satisfaction that the claims are un- 
just and leaving the rest to fate. 
On the whole, even the old-fash- 
ioned secret diplomacy made a bet- 
ter fist at things by its methods 
than the new internationalism has 
with its processes. Fiume: is the 
patent and unfortunately the last- 
ing example of the truth of this.

THE HIGH COST OF LIVING—VI. 
BREAKING UP A 80-CALLED COLD 

As I have hinted from time to 
time, in my diffident way, there is 
no such thing as “taking cold.” 
These various respiratory infections 
whieh people insist on calling 
“colds” have nothing to do with 
weather or temperature conditions 
so far as anybody has ever beenahle 
to prove. They are purely infectious 
diseases spread from person to per- 
son as diphtheria and meningitis 
are spread, In fact diphtheria and 
meningitis are themselves respira- 
tory infections quite as definitely 
as are ordinary geryza and pneumo- 
nia,

sertion here. 

Now let me tell you, what to take 
to help you overcome one of these 
unidentified respiratory infections 
miscalled “colds” or at Jeast to help 
you endure the uncertainty until 
you have the doctor in to see if he 
can determine the identity of your 
infection. 

1. Take twenty-four hours of bed 
rest. Anyhow go to bed if it is ouly 
for three hours of additional bed 


rest. Bed rest at the onset has 
saved a lot of lives, when the al- 
ieged “cold” happened to be in- 
fluenza. 


2. Take a hot mustard foot bath 
in bed. If you do not Know how 


this trick is done, remain quietly in

ANSWER—If you are determined 
to worry yourself and the family 
about temperature, wash the ther- 
mometer well with coel water and 
soap, then with alcohol or 5 ner 
cent phenol fone to twenty solution 
of carbolic acid in water). Nurses 
usually Keep clinical thermometers 
standing in a jar of some such dis- 
infectant. Soap and water wash- 
ing carefully done is probably as e’%- 
fective as washing with alcoaol or 
wiping with any other antiseptic <o- 
lution. 

Skin Cancer. 

I have had a small mole on my 
right cheek all my life. It seerhs to 
be getting larger now. Is it ad- 
visable to have it removed? Does 
it ever cause cancer? Would there 
b@ a scar left after removal vf such 
amole? (C. G. lz) 

ANSWER—Skin cancer (epithelio- 
ma) often develops in the site of a 


mole or other trifling lesion which 
has been present for many years. It 
would be wise to have the mole re- 
moved surgically now, and, if there 
is any suggestion of cancer, have a 
few X-ray treatments of the spot 
afterward. Probably no noticea»le 
scar will be left.

“OF PARLIAMENT 


Traditional Pageantry 
Marked Ceremony in 
London — King George 
Reads Speech From 
Throne. 


London, February 10.—London to- 
day witnessed for the first time 
since 1914 the ancient ceremony of 
a state opening of parliament, with 
all ite traditional pageantry. 

King George, Queen Mary, 
the prince of Wales proceeded from 
Buckingham palace to Westminster 
in state carriages, escorted by 
mounted life guards. The royal 
party was received by members of 


i t in 
the two houses of parliamen 
the house of lords, where e 
George read the speech from the 


The route of the procession 
through the Mall and down Water, 
hall for more than a mile was line 
by military in khaki, the guards 
regiments not having as yet re- 
sumed their scarlet uniforms. 

Half an hour before the proces- 
sion passed through the streets, the 
crown and sword of state were 
borne in the royal carriage, sur- 
rounded by life guards from the 
lord chamberlain’s office at St. 
James palace to the house of lords. 

Dignitaries in Regalia. 

A large group of state dignitaries 
in regalia and wearing emblems of 
their offices, were gathered at the 
royal entrance beneath Victoria 
tower to receive the king and 
queen. Entering the building the 
king and queen, with their retinue, 
proceeded up the staircase to the 
robing room, thirty or forty of the 
nobility preceding them. 

Members of the house of lords 
rose and bowed low when King 
George entered, and when the king 
and queen had seated themselves 
on the throne, a peer bearing the 
“cap of maintenance” stationed 
himself at their right, another car- 
rying the sword of state took his 
position at their left, and other dig- 
nitaries, grouped themselves about. 

The.usher of the black rod, hav- 
ing summoned the house of. com- 
mons to join the house of lords, the 
members of the lower house en- 
tered, being led by the speaker -in 
official wig and robes, closely fol- 
lowed by the premier and members 
of the cabinet. 

King George, in opening the 
speech from the throne, said: 

“My lords and members,” instead 
of the customary “My lords and 
gentlemen,” this innovation being 
necessitated for the first time at 
the prorogation of parliament in 
December by the election of Lady 
Astor to a seat in the house of 
commons. When King George last 
opened parliament in February, 
1914, his first words were: “My re- 
lations with foreign powers contin- 
ue to be friendly.” 

Two hours elapsed from the time 
the procession started from Buck- 
ingham palace until it returned,

ed the session of parliament. He 
counselled patience in the passage 
of far-reaching reforms, which, he 
said, were necessary to meet ab- 
normal conditions. 

He urged better educational fa- 
cilities, settlement of the Irish 
question, adjustment of coal mining 
controversies on an endurirg basis. 
regulation of the liquor traffic and 
measures stimulating the growth of 
more foodstuffs at home. He said 
bills would be introduced in partlia- 
ment dealing with insurance against 
unemployment, regulation of work- 
ing hours, minimum wages and 
anti-dumping. 

After briefly referring to the 
peace conference the king said he 
intended shortly to ratify peace 
with Bulgaria and Austria. The ne-

Answers to’ Yesterday’s Questions. 

No..1—Sunshine is a healthful and 
cheery asset in any home, and should 
be considered in connection with 
every room in a home when draw- 
ing the architectural plans or con- 
sidering the decorative color scheme. 

No. 2—Foreign tapestries and 
those .of American make, with de- 
sign of historical interest, are dec- 
orative art'as well as pictures, and 
they are no more difficult to obtain 
than a good picture o fa piece of 
statuary.

No. 3.—To renovate “saggy” boxed- 
in seats of dining room chairs, re- 
move the “box” and pad until a lit- 
tle more than even. Then cover 
with cretonne, figured mohair or 
tapestry, to harmonize with the color 
scheme of the room, and return them 
to place. 

No. 4—Gelatin is something like 
protein in composition and very di- 
gestible, does not build tissue, but 
assists the body in the production 
of heat and energy.

FIGHTS COMING 
N ARMY TRAINING 


Despite Disapproval of 
Compulsory Service by 
House Democrats—Ac- 
tion of the Democrats 
Pleases Bryan. 


Washington. February 10.—There 
was a wide difference of opinion to- 
day among senators and representa- 
tives as to the probable effect of the 
action of the house democrats last 
night in voting disapproval of the 
enactment of universal military 
training legislation by this congres. 
Chairman Wadsworth, of the senate 
military committee, announced the 
vote of the democrats would not de- 
ter him from pressing the army re- 
organization bill reported by his 
committee. 

Chairman Kahn, of the house mili- 
tary committee, also is determined 
to press an army reorganization 
measure embodying the military 
training feature, and the whole 
question will be fought out on the 
floor of the house, 

The vote in the caucus last night 
was not binding, but some leaders 
believe the 106 democrats who voted 
for the resolution opposing universal 
training will have the balance of 
power when the question comes to 
an issue in the house, as many re- 
publican members also are opposed 
to general training. 

Not Clear Sailing. 

Compulsory training will net have 
clear sailing in the senate. Five 
members of the military committee 
voted against it, and a minority re- 
port was filed by Senator McKellar, 
democrat, of Tennessee, with Sena- 
tor Sheppard, democrat, of Texas, 
concurring. Senator Kirby, demo- 
crat, Arkansas, already has offer- 
ed an amendment to eliminate gen- 
eral training from the bill. 

President Wilson, in a letter read 
to the democrats last night, opposed 
any announcement of policy by the 
democrats on the training issue be- 
fore the San Francisco convention. 
He has given his approval to the 
general principle of military train- 
ing, but administration officials 
were not prepared today to say 
whether he would take any further 
step in support of legislation em- 
bodying it before the democratic 
party has declared itself on the is- 
sue, 

Whether army reorganization leg- 
islation can be completed before the 
party conventions in June is doubt- 
ful. Senator Wadsworth has an- 
nounced the measure will not be 
taken up in the senate until after 
the peace treaty has been disposed of 
and no senator is predicting when 
that may be. The house committee 
still is working on its bill, and it 
may be several weeks before it 
comes to consideration In the house. 

Where Do Republicans Stand? 

Representative Wingo, democrat, 
of Arkansas, in the house today, de- 
clared “nobody knows wu.ere the re- 
publicans stand on universal train- 
ing’ and that the republicans them- 
selves did not know @whether they 
were following Floor Leader Mon- 
dell, an opponent of universal train- 
ing, or Chairman Kahn, of the mili- 
tary committee, a supporter. 

Referring to the action of Repre- 
sentative Harreld, Oklahoma, who 
withdrew his acceptance of a va- 
cancy on the military committee, Mr. 
Wingo declared the Oklahoma re- 
publican was “crucified so the re- 
publicans might have their little 
game of militarism.” Harreld’sg res- 
ignation, according to Wingo, was 
due to “the autocratic orders of the 
republican steering committee,’ 
which was challenged as untrue 
by Representative Madden, of Illi- 
nois, a member of the steering com- 
mittee, 

Representative Igoe, democrat, 
Missouri, tn a formel statement to- 
night, declared his opposition to 
universal military training and an- 
nounced he so voted with the dem- 
ocratic majority, in party caucus, 
last night, in adoptine the resolu- 
tion against the training. 

“Tl am opposed to the passare by 
congress of a compulsory universal 
military training or service bill for 
peace time and so voted in caucus,” 
said Mr. Igoe. “The press report 
that I voted against the resolution 
adopted by the majority of the dem- 
ocratic caucus is incorrect.” 

Representatives Hudspeth, Texas, 
and Welling, Utah, were among the 
seventeen voting against the reso- 
lution, according to an official copy 
of the negative votes, which became 
available today. Mr. Igoe was not 
in the official list, nor was Repre- 
sentative Carter, Oklahoma, who 
also was included in the unofficial 
report. During the caucus the Okla- 
homa member declared his opposi- 
tion to universal training and also 
his opposition to the resolution. 

Opposition to enactment of uni- 
versal training was expressed to- 
night by Senator Pomerene, demo- 
erat. of Ohio. who has been men- 


tioned as a democratic candidate for | 


| president. 


Action Pleases Bryan. 


Miami, Fla., February 10.—Disap- 
proval by house democrats last 
night of enactment of universal 
military training legislation by con- 
gress was viewed with “great sat- 
isfaction” here today by William J. 
Bryan, who said it meant that “no 
professional soldiers will be nomi- 
nated for president by either party.” 
Mr. Brvan. however, made no refer- 
ence to President Wilson's letter 
read to the caucus, oppo#ing any 
party action on the subject at this 
time. 

“The decisive vote of 106 to 17 
not only determines the democratic 
party’s attitude on the subject of 
military trainine,” Mr. Bryan said, 
‘but it makes it certain that uni- 
versal military training will not 
pass this congress. I hope the dem- 
ofrats will take courage from this 
victorv and proceed to formulate a 
constructive policy covering all ts- 
enes before the country. The repub- 
lican leaders seem to be afraid to 
proceed to make an advance along 
any line.”

Heavy Liquidati in 
eavy Liquidation Again

NEW YORK, February 10.—The stock market today was subjected 
to another heavy liquidating wave which carried prices down in many 
instances to new low records, especially in the case of the motor and 
shipping shares and in other speculative specialties which have been 
so prominent in last week’s decline. Both International Mercantile 
Marine commo preferred, as well as American International, sold 
at new low levels for the current year. The decline in these shares is 
a reflection of the conditions as they exist in the shipping trade at 
presernt. The United Fruit company increased its annual dividend rate 
from 10 to 12 per cent today, but this failed to help the shipping shares 
to any material extent. ss 

The motors have for some time past been the fayorite target for 
the bear crowd, both that existing on the floor and the element which 
is known as the Waldorf crowd.

. Railroad Labor Situation Cause. 

The railroad labor situation was the main cause for the revival 
of pessimism in today’s markets following the somewhat more cheer- 
| ful feeling which prevailed at the close yesterday, but there is an ex- 
pression of opinion here that too much importance may be attached to 
the present railroad labor controversy as some people look upon it as 
the best thing which could happen. It may hasten the day of liquida- 
tion in the labor world. The stock market has had its day. Cotton is 
getting it now, and reports are heard that it will soon come in the 
commodity markets, as it is stated that some concerns are offering 
merchandise for.second quarterly delivery at concessions from the 
prices now in force. : 

The statement of unfilled orders of the United States corporation 
as of the close of January was made public today, and this showed an 
increase: in unfilled orders of 1,110,107 tons, bringing the total up to 
9,285,441 tons, the largest since February, 1918. It is believed in some 
quarters, however, that this increase is partly due to the heavy cur- 
tailment of shipments from mills during January, because of the exist- 
ing car shortage of the railroads. 

Fine Money Market. 

There was no change in the time money market here, borrowers 
still being forced to bid as high as 9% to 10 per cent for loans on all 
industrial collateral and 8% to 9 per cent for mixed collateral loans. 
But, even at these high rates, no money of any consequence is to be 
had. Commercial paper rates rule firm. at 6% per cent. Call money 
opened and renewed at 10 per cent, but later in the day it declined to 
§ per cent. This same movement has been in progress during the past 
three days, and many complaints are: being heard in brokerage quar- 
ters of the high renewal rates quoted at the.opening and money going 
begging toward the close. , 

Foreign exchange was somewhat improved, as far as French, 
Italian and Belgian exchanges are concerned, but sterling was some- 
what lower. Movements on the whole were decidedly irregular. 

Wall Street Gossip. 

In quarters which are generally supposed to know what is going 
on in the American Can company it had been stated for some time past 
that the report of earnings for the full year 1919, when made public, 
would make a favorable showing as compared with the previous year. 
This, however, was not so, as the statement was made public today and 
shows that net earnings for the year amounted to $11,728,758, as 
against 17,076,335 in 1918. After allowances for taxes and depreciation 
the balance amounted to about $5.56 per share on the outstanding com- 
mon stock, as compared with $7.55 the year before. The allowance for 


| depreciation for 1919 amounted to $2,000,000, against $3,600,000, while 


taxes allowances amounted to $4,000,000, as compared with $7,000,000 
the year before. 

Another large shipment of .gold, probably for Argentina, is expected 
to make from this port early next week. It is believed tbat the amount 
will be in the neighborhood of $10,000,000. This will be on top of 
shipments of approximately $17,000,000 made within the past ten days 
or two weeks. Last year Argentina received more than $56,000,000 of 
our gold exports, 

Oil Stock Movements. 

According to @iarters which have been watching very closely the 
movement in the oil stocks since their notable decline from levels 
ranging from 50 fo 70 points above levels now prevailing, it is reported 
that some very good buying has been going on in these shares during 
the past few days and that this buying is now making itself felt in the 
market, as the shares are inclined to harden on almost every new order 
that comes into the market. The speculative cliques which had been 
operating in these shares have lost millions, and the beating which 
these groups experienced was probably the worst in recent Wall street 
history. One man alone is reported to have lost several millions of 
dollars. 

The shipping shares continued their downward movement, and 
new low records for the year were made in International Mercantile 
Marine common and preferred and American International. 

The decline in General Asphalt and several other stocks on the 
curb, such as Gilliland, Simms Petroleum, Dominion Oil, Texas Chief 
and a few others, are movements which will not be soon forgotten by 
many traders and speculators. The stock exchange oils were inclined 
to improve at one time during the day. 

Bank Profiteering, Cry. 

The*cry of bank profiteering is being heard in some quarters as a 
result of the high renew al rates being quoted for money each morning 
since Friday, with the open market rate falling as the day drew to a 
close. It is stated in quarters with close banking connections that 
these conditions are expected to be corrected very soon if the plans 
which banking men have in mind are put into operation. 

This is expected to be done as soon as they can see their way clear 
to do so. The plan will give the money market a more stable rate and 
one which will be reasonable. This may help the stock market; but, 
according to the expression made by this stock exchange member, it 
is believed that no great amount of speculative enthusiasm will be per- 
mitted at this time. 

Speculative programs have undergone many changes during the 
past fortnight for reasons that have recommended themselves to the 
general trading public too often to require reviewing at this time. A ) 
decided difference of opinion has existed among professional observers 
as to when the period of trading markets would give way in favor of 
a steady appreciation of market values. Washington’s birthday was 
for a long tifme held to be the dividing line. 

Uncertain Condition. 

Commission houses putting out daily technical 
market position had set this by as the limit of uncertain conditions. 
Today there was a noticeable disposition tosextend the limit. Now it 
is the first income tax payment date, March 15, that will usher in a 
period of definite trend. In the meantime, if traders are to follow the 
reasoning :;of expert forecasters, there will be little opportunity for 
anything but irregular trading markets from which traders who iost on 
account of their premature entry on the long side may overcome 
some of their losses if they are successful in their choice of a day-to- 
day trading position.
